In a short time he proceeded so far that he desired Van 
Dyke to look at what he had done, and that artist not only seemed to 
be much plsased, but told Hals such work seemed to him so very 
easy that he was persuaded he could do it himself. Immediately he 
took the palette and pencils, made Frank Hals sit down, and spent a 
quarter of an hour in painting his portrait; but the moment Hals 
cast his eyes on it, he cried in astonishment, that he must be “ either 
Van Dyke or the Devil.”
